Our Duty to Canada

text, reference was 


bright, even glorious, future before 


this country, provided the Canadian 
people, profiting by the lessofis and 
experience of the past, threw them- 
selves with sincerity and downright 


honesty of purpose and vigorous ef- 
fort into the inspiring task of cul- 
tivating a true national spirit based 
on a Christian tolerance, a broad sym- 
pathy, and a real desire to understand 
one another, coupled with an enlight- 
ened and progressive policy of dev- 
_clopmient of the Dominion’s great 
‘wealth of natural resources. 

The more one studies Canada’s pos- 
ition among the nations today in the 
light of the world’s requirements of 
those things which Canada can sup- 
ply, the more does one become en- 
‘thusiastically optimistic over this 
country’s future. The realization of 
true national greatness however, 
rests with the people themselves, 
rather than in the extent of our fer- 
tile fields, the hidden wealth of our 
mines, the great . stretches st 
forests, or the teeming millions of 
fish in our lakes, rivers and along our 
sea coasts. These are but the means, 
the tools ready to hand. Their de- 
velopment for use depends upon the 
character, the intelligence, the ener- 
gy of the Canadian people, 

In turn, the standard of Canadian 
manhood and womanhood depends 
upon the moral character of our peo- 
ple, individually and collectively; up- 
on their educational training and at- 
dainments; upon their physical fit- 
ness, strength and general well-being 
from the standpoint of health; in a 
word, upon their conception of what 
life really is, and what things are 
worth while, permanent, and leading 
to something better and greater. 

Not to moralize at too great, length, 

- the question may well be asked: Has 
the average Canadian seriously ques- 
tioned himself as to his personal duty 
and responsibility to Canada? Or is 
the average Canadian so husy look- 
ing out for Number One that he gives 
little thought to what he owes to his 
country and fellow citizens? 

These thoughts are suggested by a 
brief news item appearing recently 
in the daily press reporting the con- 


viction of a prominent physieian in 
Ontario for attempting to-evade the 
Federal Income Tax. This man, in 
receipt of an average income of $11,- 
000 a year for the past three years, 
made returns to the government in- 
dicating an income of less than 25 
percent of the. sum actually received. 
This man, no doubt, would never 
dream of burglarizing his neighbor's 
house, ot cheating his friends, never- 
theless he sought to rob his fellow 
citizens*by attempting to defraud the 
treasury of Canada, 

This man lacked the national spirit 
which will make Canada strong and 
great. He apparently thought it was 
all right to cheat the government, 
which is merely another way of say- 
ing, cheating Canada, And the 
thought obtrudes itself: Are there 
not many more people who through 
complete evasion of the Income Tax, 
or the making of incomplete returns, 
or by smuggling, and in various oth- 
er ways, defraud Canada-who would 
hesitate to steal a five-cent piece from 
a neighbor? 

It. may be that, as individuals, we 
disapprove of customs tariffs, income 
and luxury taxes, and other methods 
through which the natioral revenue 
is raised, and it is our legitimate 
right to agitate and educate for re- 
forms in taxation, but so long as the 
methods in vogue are the law of the 
land, it is the duty of every loyal cit- 
izen to abide by and observe those 
laws. It is just as dishonest to rob 
the public treasury as it is to rob a 
bank or a store. 


Refusal to obey the laws of the 
land, no matter how unpopular they 
may be, or how much opposed to 
them any individual citizen may be, 
is evidence of a lack of that national 
spirit through which alone can any 
country be elevated to a high plane. 
The citizen who himself seeks to 
dodge his national obligations has no 
just cause for complaint against the 
dishonest member of parliament or 
government official, nor shotld he 
object to the\ profiteering acts of 
others, when he is attempting to pro- 
fiteer himself at the expense of his 
country, that is, at the expense of his 
friends, neighbors and all fellow cit- 
izens. His crime is only different in 
degree, not in principle.- 

Until the individual conscience is 
aroused, the national conscience must 
remain asleep and the national spirit 
dead. No government and no coun- 
try can be better than the people 
from which a government springs and 
who themselves are the country, ~ If 
national honesty is at a low ebb, our 
national resources will be made the 
plaything of exploiters and modern 
buccaneers out..for personal gain, 
rather than be development for the 
use of the people and the enrichment 
and glory of the nation. 

Much is said about this reform and 
that reform to promote Canada’s wel- 
fare and progress, but the basic re- 
form, from which alone these others 
develop, calling for individual con- 
sideration, is our attitude of mind 
towards Canada itself.

Farmers and Independents May Or- 
ganize Into Single 
Group 


Winnipeg. — The results of the 
Martiitoba elections would 
that the large single 


indicate 
group. which 
will sit in the next legislature will 
be the followers of the Norris Gov- 
ernment, With two deferred elec- 
tions, the Pas and Rupert’s Land, and 
the results of the proportional rep- 
resentation vote in Winnipeg not yet 
announced, the standing is as follows: 
Government, 17 seats; Farmers, 9 
seats; Labor, 7 seats; Conservatives, 
6 seats; Independents, 4 seats, 

The presence in the field of num- 
erous farmers and independents, pro- 
vided the three-cornered and, in some 
cases, four-cornered contests, which 
upset the calculations of the experts. 
It is regiied as certain that in es- 
sentials of his policy, Premier Norris 
couéd count upon the support of a 
considerable number of those can- 
didates who were elected, and politi- 
cal statisticians are inclined to think 
that ‘an agreement upon the various 
minority groups to upset the govern- 
ment is not among the probabilities. 

Labor will present the second 
strongest group in next legislature, 
outnumbering the Conservatives, who, 
according to latest returns, have lost 
their leader, R. G. Willis, in Turtle 
Mountain. Apparently it is possible 
for the independents and farmers who 
will have seats in the house, to org- 
anize into a: distinct group, which 
would be able to hold the balance of 
power, but in this connection, it is 
claimed by the Liberals, that at least 
three men in this ‘number, Little, of 
Beautiful Plains; McKinnel, of Rock- 
wood, and Emmond, of Swan River, 
are counted upon to give the Norris 
government a general support. 

The Manitoba legislature normally 
meets’ in January, and it is pointed 
out that, lacking intervention by the 
lieutenant-governor, there ig no rea- 
son why. the government should not 


carry on in the meantime and, when}, 


the house is in session, settle its im- 
mediate fate by a vote of confidence. 
Doubtless the interval. would be 
marked by nothing which’ might be 
expected to result in a definite align- 
ment of the smaller groups for of- 
fense and defence. The strategic po- 
sition of the Norris forces is streng-

Two wire- 
less chains are outlined in the re- 
port, one,.to Australia with intermed- 
iate stations.

Big Wheat Exports 

Chicago.—Four million bushels. of 
wheat were exported from Chicago to 
Europe by lake routes in the last two 
months, Wm. H. Clair, collector of 
customs has announced. This was 
eight times as many bushels as were 
exported direct last year, the an- 
nouncement said. Strikes and short- 
age of railroad cars were given as 
reasons for the large boat shipments. 


Not in Effect Yet 

Montreal.—Word was received here 
by the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation that on information from 
the department of finance at Ottawa, 
the stamp tax on promissory. notes 
bills of exchange, bank. overdrafts, 
and on transfers of stock will not 
come into effect until the bill now 
before parliament has been assented

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MAIN NAVAL 
ESTIMATES ARE 
FINALLY PASSED 


Hon. Arthur Meighen and Dr. Mich- 
ael Clark Cross Swords 


Ottawa.—The main naval estimate 
of $300,000, together with the supple- 
mentary vote of $1,700,000, were pas- 
sed in the house of commons, 

In reply to a question and after 

Sir Robert Borden had tndertaken 
to table the navy correspondence, un- 
less it was of a confidential character, 
Hon. C. C. Ballantyne said there was 
only one cablegram which said that 
Canada could not accept all the ships 
Great Britain -offered. 
“Hon, Arthur Meighen crossed 
swords with Dr. Michael Clark on 
the former’s speech to the effect that 
the (Liberal party had ridiculed the 
German menace in 1909, and although 
this has passed away the British em- 
pire is still compelled to guard against 
possible foes. Dr. Clark asked if Mr. 
Meighen foresaw the general menace 
when he joined forces with Bourassa 
to scrap Canada’s naval policy. He 
asked how Canadian trade routes 
were to be protected with five war- 
ships, 

Mr. Mackenzie King threatened to 
stand in the way of proroguing un- 
less the house adjourned after adopt- 
ing the naval estimates, according to 
the agreement which he claimed had 
been arrived at. Hon. Jacques Bur- 
eau said there had been an obvious 
misunderstanding between ‘the two 
leaders and suggested: a compromise 
by passing one estimate then and 
leave the other over. This was fin- 
ally agreed to and the house adjourn- 


ed. 


For Imperial Veterans. 


Organizing in Interests of Imperial 
Men Taking Up Residence 
Here 


Ottawa. — A complete ocean-to- 
ocean organizatien to care for the 
discharged soldiers of the British ar- 
my who have taken up residence in 
Canada is beifig planned by the Im- 
perial Veterans’ Association of Can- 
ada. Major TF. B. Thomas of “Van- 
couver, Dominion president and or- 
ganizer, and James C. Berg, of Win- 
nipeg, Dominion solicitor of the im- 
perial veterans, are in Ottawa and 
will confer with the federal cabinet 
before going east to organize bran- 
ches. 

Major Thomas said his association 
was growing with every boat arriv- 
ing from the old country and “that 
the organization planned to solve the 
problems of the imperial — soldier 
wherever possible. 


Await Spa Conference 
London.— Premier Lloyd George 
has stated in the house that he did 
not propose to make a further state- 


ment on the Boulogne conference 
until after the meeting at Spa had 
been held, 

Answering six questions about 
Mesopotamia, the premier said con- 
sideration must be given to rights 


existing before the war, and the inter- 
ests of the Arab states must be safe- 
guarded, 


Italy Not Sending Troops to Albania 


Rome, — During a debate on the 
Albanian situation in the chamber, 
Socialists demanded withdrawal of 
Italian troops. Premier Giolitti, in 
replying, said that the government 
were not sending troops to Albania 
and reminded the chamber that when 
he was last premier he had urged that 
Albania ought to be completely inde- 
pendent and had done his best to se- 
cure the formation of a stable gov- 
ernment.

Dublin. —Newbridge, County Kil- 
dare, is the great military céntre 
serving Curragh, the Aldershot of

The driver refused to carry them 
and the soldiers remained on_ the 
train. Subsequently trains from Ath- 
lone and Thurles and Dublin 
similarly boarded by. soldiers~ and 
blocked. The stranded passengers 
drove to Kildare to catch the through 
train not stopping at Newbridge. 
The soldiers have orders to board any 
train available, so the situation can- 
not be relieved by thé despatch of 
trains from Dublin. The government 
has had offers of a score of men from 
Belfast to operate the trains but has 
not accepted them, The situation is 
declared to be serious. The govern- 
ment is taking over the trains and 
entering upon a general conflict 
should the drivers persist in refusing 
to move troops on trains, .

Trainmen Refuse DEBATE OVER 


FRANCHISE BILL 
IN HOUSE 


Third Reading Carried After Amend. 
ments by Majority of 
Twenty-Six 


Ottawa.—The franchise bill which 
has occupied the house of commons 
for a large part of the present ses- 
sion, was passed after several amend- 
ments had been adopted. There were 
several divisions and a brief debate 
on the oposition which 
sought to compel newspapers to print 


amendment 


the name of advertisers paying for 
matter published in suport of politi- 
cal parties, 

Third reading of the bill was fin- 
ally passed by a majority of 26 after 
an amendment proposed by A. R. 
McMaster was defeated by a vote of 
86 to 60. Hon. W. A, Buchanan, 
Lethbridge, and F, L. Davis, Neep- 
awa, voted against the government in 
support of the amendment. The 
Farmers’ party voted against the gov- 
ernment, 

Mr, McMaster proposed that elec- 
tion advertisements in any form bear 
the name of the person or organis- 
ation paying for the advertisement. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie said that evils 
of election advertisements through 
public journls were greatly exagger- 
ated. It would be more to the point 
if newspaper articles bear the signa- 
ture of the writer. 

Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King said 
that the important. thing - was that 
powerful interests be prevented from 
backing a political party without the 
knowledge of the public. 

Hon. W. S. Fielding had an amend- 
ment to refer the bill back to com- 
mittee with instructions to provide 
that where there were two or more 
constituencies vacant, by-elections be 
held on one day. The house declined 
on the amendment. It was defeated 
by 77 to 58—a government majority 
of 19.

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Wheat Board Will 
Be Reorganized and — 
Given Wider Power 


In reference to the continuance of 


the. Canadian wheat board for an- 
other season, the resolution provides 


that the governor-in-council may ap- 


point a board to be designated “The 


Canadian Wheat Board,” which shall 
consist of not more than twelve mem- 
bers, including chairman and vice- 
chairman. 

The board may make enquiries and 
investigation as it deems necessary 
to ascertain what supplies of wheat 
are, or may be, available from time 
to time, the location and ownership 
of same, the transportation and ele- 
vator facilities available in connection 
therewith, as well as all conditions 
connected with the marketing and 
market price than can be obtained 
for the same. For 'the purpose of 
any inquiry or investigation held by 
the board, the board and _ several 
members thereof shall have the 
powers of a commissioner acting un- 
der Part I of the Inquiries Act. 

In the schedule of powers the 
board is given authofity similar to 
that at present enjoyed as regards 
purchase, storage and transport of 
wheat, and to sell wheat, in’ excess 
of domestic requirements to purchas- 
ers overseas for such prices as may 
be obtainable. The resolution gives 
the board authority to fix maximum 
prices or margins of profit at which 
flour and other products may be sold 
by millers, and to fix standards for 
such products. 


It may purchase flour from mill 
at’ prices to be fixed by the board and 
sell the same in Canada and othet 
countries. 
forming its duties the board may 
allocate Canadian lake tonnage and 
distribute cars for rail shipments. 

The issue of participation certig- 
cates and payment of advances is 
provided for in the resofution, as also 
is the distribution pro rata after sale 
of all wheat and deduction of admin- 
istration expenses. 

The board is given power from 
tinfe to time to appoint an executive 
committee of not less than three of 
its members of whom’ the chairman 
will be one, and may assign to such 
executive committee any duties or 
powers whjch is within the compe- 
tence of the board, 

It is provided that there shall not 
be provided on any grain exchange 
or elsewhere facilities for trading in 
wheat futures during the time the 
act based upon these resolutions Is 
in force, except by permission in 
writing of the board, 

Notwithstanding any order-in- 
Counc#l heretofore passed by the 
board of grain supervisors of Can- 
ada shafl not hereafter exercise any 
power inconsistent with the powe 
vested in the Canadian wheat bo 
by the proposed legislation. 

The proposed act shall continue ia 
force until the day immediately sue 
ceeding the day or prorogation of the 
next session of parliament, ~

Growth of Dairy Industry 


Saskatchewan Dairy Association Is 
Out After More 
Memberg 

Creamery patrons throughout the 
province are being urged by the 
secretary treasurer of the Saskatche- 
wan Dairy association to join the as- 
sociation and also the national dairy 
council of Canada, In an effort to 
increase the membership of the Sas- 
katchewan association circular letters 
are being sent out all over the prov- 
ince. 

The remarkable growth of the 
dairy industry in the province during 
the past few years is a matter of re- 
cord in the government blue books, 
While there were only 31 creamer- 
leg in operation in the province in 
1917 with 13,420 patrons, last year the 
figures reached 43 creameries and 26,- 
299 patrons, 

It is felt that the progress of dairy- 
ing would be much enhanced if all 
these patrons were enrolled in the 
provincial and dominion organiza- 
tion.

Canadian Fisheries 


People of Canada Should be Educat 
ed to Eat More Fish: 

The fisheries of Canada represent 

an asset of $5,000,000 and are capable 


of enormous development if the peo- 
ple of Camada could be educated to 
eat more fish, was a statement made 
by A. H, Brittain, ex-president of the 
Canadian Fisheries Association and 
vice-president of the Maritime Fish 
Corporation, who passed through 
Winnipeg recently on his way home 
from the fisheries convention at 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Brittain stated that if Canad- 
ians would eat more fish that a con- 
siderable stride would have been tak- 
en to fight the high cost of living, 
“Fish,” he declared, “is the cheapest 
food in Canada today and only a 
small percentage of the fish products 
of Canada are consumed in the Do- 
minion. The majority is sent to the 
United States, South America

grown grains can be used entirely,

productivity, and permanency that 
are found in alfalfa, 

Twenty to twenty-five spring pigs 
can be pastured per acre of alfalfa,

Private Company Will Take 
Plant in England 


England will soon begin to produce 
in large quantities of ammonia and 
nitric acid made with the ald of the 
nitrogen from the air.
